Nixon dines with Queen; 
anti-Nixon plan "flops" 


LONDON (UPI) — President Nixon 
lunched today with Queen Elizabeth II 
then paid a short, unscheduled visit to the 
House 
of Commons where he heard 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson extoll 
Nixon’s pledge to consult the NATO al­ 
lies before holding any summit talks with 
the Russians. 


Outside the gilded splendor of Buck­ 
ingham 
Palace, 
what had been billed 
as the biggest anti-Nixon demonstration 
in Britain flopped miserably. Several 
dozen leftists shouted “Down with Nix­ 
on!” and threw two rotten apples which 
fell far short of their mark. 


In contrast a crowd of several thou­ 
sand persons applauded politely and 
cheered as Nixon arrived with Wilson. 
They were still there when lunch was 
over and Nixon left his limousine to 
shake hands with some of them. 
When Nixon arrived in the houses of 
Parliament he was shown to a seat in a 
side gallery on the same level as the leg­ 


islators seats and below the visitors’ 
gallery. 
He did not take any part in the discus­ 
sion or address the house, which would 
be contrary to Commons rules. 
Wilson, at his usual place on the gov­ 
ernment front bench, endorsed a state­ 
ment by conservative opposition leader 
Edward Heath praising Nixon’s pledge. 
“ I join with you in welcoming what 
the president said about NATO and also 
what he said on the same subject on ar­ 
rival in London'last night,” Wilson said. 
“ It is the aim, I know, of the president 
and all of us that from a situation of un­ 
doubted strength we should be able to 
move toward detente with the East.” 
Nixon joined in general laughter when 
veteran Laborite Emmanuel Shinwell, 
81, asked “don’t you consider that, what 
with the leaks, misunderstanding, whis­ 
pering and rumors all over the place, it 
is about time we ceased having these 
conferences and begin to mind our own 
business?”

Disaster plan 


credited with 
saving lives

A revamped disaster control plan re­ 
sulting from the Jan. 25 flooding of 
the Santa Ynez River was implemented 
yesterday afternoon with what City Hall 
officials termed “a well-organized and 
successful operation that figured promin­ 
ently in the fact that no lives were lost 
and no known injuires resulted from 
the flood.» 


City Administrator Gene Wählers acti­ 
vated the City Hall Disaster Control 
Center about 5 p.m. yesterday —some 
12 hours before the cresting of the river 
this morning at Lompoc — after receiv­ 
ing reports from the County Flood Con­ 
trol District, the weather report and 
upon consultation with Mayor Robert 
MacClure. City employees were alerted 
as early as noon yesterday and remain­ 
ed on a standby basis. MacClure, Wäh­ 
lers and some of the councilmen mem­ 
bers remained at City Hall until around 
3 a m this morning, then retired home 
on a standby basis. The control center 
was manned continually throughout the 
night Supervisor Francis H. Beattie re­ 
mained at City Hall from 1:30-5 a.m 
this morning. 


A network of communications was open 
at all times between city officials VAFB 
and FCI authorities, radiostationsKNEZ 
and KLOM, County Flood Control Dis­ 
trict, Sheriff’s Department, California 
Highway Patrol and local law enforce- 
met agencies. Up to 9 p.m. Lower Val­ 
ley residents were warned to evacuate 
the area immediately. 


Around noon yesterday, city crews be­ 
gan preparing the city sewerage plant 
with sandbag rebutments on the east and 
north sides, officials stated. Upon com­ 
pletion of sandbagging in the early eve­ 
ning, main power was shut off. Officials 
hoped operation of the plant will be re­ 
sumed today This morning, authorities 
said a preliminary review Indicated that 
the main plant sustained little or no dam­ 
age. 


Road conditions were relayed through 
the County Road Department and State 
Highway Department workmen joined city 
employes in clearing away debris at the 
“ H” St. bridge between 1:30 and 3:30 
p.m. yesterday afternoon. 


OVER 80 Vandenberg airmen spent long hours last night filling sandbags used 
in an effort to keep the rapidly rising Santa Ynez River out of buildings on 
South Vandenberg. Primary areas of concern were buildings in the NASA 
complex and the Air Force Western Test Range Data Center. Base officials 
said the sandbagging effort was highly successful, keeping water damage to 
a minimum. The Jan. 25 flood caused heavy damaged in the NASA area.

On a recent weekend, personnel staff- 
ing the emergency room at the Lompoc 
District Hospital, examined and treated 
30 patients. "It was an average week­ 
end,” says Kenneth Wicks, hospital ad­ 
ministrator. 
Lompoc Valley is a virtual “ quiet 
zone” situated far from the hustle and 
bustle of accident ridden Highway 101 and 
large cities. It is home for 49,466 pea. 
pie, most of whom are affiliated with Van. 
denberg AFB — a military city which has 
its own modern hospital and medical 
staff. About 23,317 of the Valley's poj> 
ulation qualify for treatment at the mili- 
tary hospital. 
As cities go, Lompoc’s population is on 
the lowerside age wise and the higher 
side income wise. It is technically orient­ 
ed and above average in education. As 
a result, its people are generally health 
ier than those in most communitiesconv 
parable in population. 
Why then so much activity at the hos­ 
pital emergency room? Simple! The 
people needed a doctor and had no other 
place to turn. Only six of the 30 were 
admitted to the hospital, making it odds on 
that most abused the emergency room 


rules because they had been unable to 
obtain needed medical treatment from 
any local physician. 
Most of the patients who turned 14) at 
the hospital's ER that weekend, probatv 
ly made the rounds of all the local 
physicians' private offices only to hear 
the nurse’s 
sympathetic 
but 
firm, 
“ Sorry, we are filled up. No, I don’t 
known any doctor who is taking patients 
just now.” 


At this time, there is not one physi­ 
cian in all of the Lompoc Valley taking 
on new patients. Fact is, the one chance 
a newcomer has of getting signed on as a 
regular with a local physician is to be 
lucky enough to be bandy when one of 
the doctor’s patients transfer or moves 
out of the area. 


Many Valley residents failing in their 
efforts to find a doctor to call their own, 
are quick to point a damning finger at the 
physicians, and to accuse them of failing 
to honor their Hypocratic Oath, 
There is another poignant side. 
Every fulltime practicing physician in 
the Valley is already over burdened with 
patients. They cry almost in chorus, “ We 
lust can’t take on any more and give any 
of them the quality ot service they de­ 


mand and deserve,” 
The doctors’ sad tale is easily docu­ 
mented. A trip to any office on almost 
any given day will find the ante-rooms 
crowded with adults and children, all 
waiting impatiently for the opportunity to 
spend a precious and usually expensive 
few minutec witli someone trained and 
educated to pass juagmem on the state of 
their health. 
Regardless of what the telephone di­ 
rectory reflects, Lompoc has only 14 
physicians actually taking care of the 
sick and injured on a fulltime basis — 
not a bright nor promising picture for 
those who grew up in the “family physi­ 
cian” environment where the “ good old 
doc” was always there in time of need. 
After deducting the thousands of peo­ 
ple who qualify for medical assistance 
at the Vandenberg hospital, there re* 
main 1,865 people for each ftilltime 
physician in private practice — an unus­ 
ually high ratio in a nation that is suppose 
to be in the forefront of medicine and in a 
state ttiat leads the nation. 
Attempting to compare the physician 
topopulation ratio from point to point 
is almost pointless because of the many 
variables in the formula. Also com­ 
paring 
a city such as Lompoc to other 


inits such as counties is *.spe Tally 
loaded with potential for unreli able and 
invalid conclusions, but it does provide 
a statistical picture which helps to illu- 
strate the gravity of the problem. 
Based on California Medical Associa* 
tion statistics, Lompoc Valley has more 
population per practicing physician than 
any county in the eutire state. Its one- 
tcvl,865 ratio compares favorably only to 
Kings and Solano Counties, each of which 
has a onato-1,750 ratio. The state ratio 
is one-to-824. 


Comparing Lompoc Valley to the en­ 
tirety of Santa Barbara County, it is eye- 
opening to find that the local physiciam 
to-population ratio is almost three times 
that of the county, which has a healthy 
one-to697 ratio. There are 355 physi­ 
cians in the county. The city of Santa 
Barbara’s medical resource pool being 
especially well-stocked, reduced the eo> 
tire county ratio signicantly. 


“ It is obvious that Lompoc has a doctor 
shortage — but it’s going to get worse, 
not better,” predicts hospital admmi- 
strator Kenneth Wicks, 
(Editor’s note: Next installment will 
present “ The Physician Shortage, What 
can people do?) 


The Santa Ynez River unleashed its 
fury against the Lompoc Valley again 
last night and this morning. Its raging 
waters scaled the banks and brought new 
devastation to people and property still 
suffering from a similar flood of Jan. 
25. 
Officials late this morning said that 
they had received no repprts of injur­ 
ies nor deaths attributable to the fioocL 
ing. Property damages, although expect­ 
ed to run into the millions of dollars, 
are believed to be considerably less than 
those caused by the flood of just one 
month ago. Lompoc Mayor Robert D. 
MacClure attributed the reason to the 
improved communications, disaster con­ 
trol plans and early warnings. 
The possibility of flooding became ap­ 
parent early yesterday afternoon and 
city officials began periodic checks with 
county officials to determine the na- 
ture of the threat. 
As the flood threat grew more omin- 
ous, ranchers and farmers adjacent to the 
river were alerted and evacuated. Van- 
denberg AFB officials ami other goverr* 
ment agencies took up an “ emergency 
posture” to cope with the threat. 
As the flood waters began to build in 
the river, Marines made a valiant ef- 
fort to save the Bailey bridge at the FCI 
but to no avail. Officials say the bridge 
was lost about 1:15 a.m. today. Some 
unofficial estimates have put the cost 
of the special bridge at about one-million 
dollars. 
Officials said that no Information is 
available at this time regarding the r«* 
placement of the FCI bridge, the second 
bridge lost there in just 30 days. How­ 
ever, the work on the 13th Street bridge 
will continue. That bridge too was lost 
to the flooding Santa Ynez on Jan. 25. 
The flood waters spilled over into the 
lowlands in much the same area as 
did the Jan. 25 flood. However, the city’s 
sewerage 
facility 
was 
spared — 
“ primarily because of a dike construct­ 
ed east of the plant earlier by the Corps 
of Engineers,” says Mayor MacClure. 
Ranch lands were again inundated but 
the damages could not be assessed to 
day. Cliff Taylor, manager of the Lom­ 
poc Warehouse, said he felt damages 
to lands in the lower valley might reach 
a millon dollars but it was “ just a 
guess.” 
Peak flows in the Santa Ynez River 
reached Lompoc at 5 a.in. this morning 
and were tapering off as the pressure 
from Cachuma and Gibraltar Dams sub­ 
sided. 
Authorities at Cachuma Dam reported 
flows down river had reached a peak of 
62,000 cubic feet a second at midnight, 
then subsided steadily to 35,800 s.f,, at 
9 a.m. Maximum flows through the gates 
reached more than 80,000 s.f. during the 
storms and floods of Jan. 25. Officials 
said today’s flood was about two feet 
lower than that of Jan. 25. 
Flows reached a peak of 36,000 s.f,, 
at Gibraltar — feeder dam for Cachuma 
- between 10 and 11 p.m., last night, but 
then subsided to 11,900 s.f. this morning. 
An official reported no rain anywhere 
in Santa Barbara County at 10 a.m. today. 
Overnight, however, blustery skies 
dropped nearly four inches of rain on the 
Cachuma area; and 1.04 inches on Lom­ 
poc Valley. Cachuma has a season total 
of 34.88 
inches, compared with 6.55 
inches last year at this time; and Lompoc 
a season of 19.57 inches compared with 
5.86 inches last year. 
The rising river closed traffic to South 
Vandenberg early this morning but air­ 
men working on a sancfoa^ging detail dur­ 
ing the night kept water damage to a mio> 
imum in buildings hard hit by the prev­ 
ious flood in late January.

A total of 63 agriculture pre­ 
serves have been approved or 
are in the works in Santa Bar­ 
bara 
County, 
a 
Farm

viser told the city planning Com­ 
mission last night. 
And more ranchers will apply 
in 
the 
future, 
according to 
George E. Goodall. 
Goodall’s presentation was 
part of the commission’s con­ 
tinuing study of agriculture pre­ 
serves. The preserve program 
is based on the land conserva­ 
tion Act of 1965 and Proposition 
3 that was approved by the vot­ 
ers in 1966. 
The county has about 765,000 
acres of privately-held rural 
land, but only about 325,000 of 
the total would probably come 
into preserve status, according 
to Goodall. 
Basically the laws were ii^ 
tended to preserve open spaces 
or green belts and enable ranch­ 
ers to continue to farm their 
lands profitably in the face of 
rising land costs and urban­ 
ization.

Harry Jones-man of many, varied 
accomplishments-last to admit it

Harry Jones is a man of many 
“ firsts” —but is the last toad- 
mit it. A teacher of refrigera­ 
tion and air conditioning at 
Lompoc Adult High School, the 
Record learned that Jones has 
been the first Negro to: be 
elected to a public office in 
Portsm outh, N.H. as selectm an 
in 1956; 
as a professor at the 
New Hampshire 
Technical In­ 
stitute in Portsmouth 
from 
1948-1951; 
reside in the ter­ 
ritory of American Samoa dur­ 
ing his contract with the gov­ 
ernm ent; graduate from the Au­ 
burn, N.Y. High School in 20 
years, class of 1918. Concur­ 
rent with his tenure of office, 
Jones, wife 
served as ward 
chairm an. Both are active Re­ 
publicans. 


Over 60 years old, he has al­ 
ready lived several lives. A 
part-tim e movie actor, he got 
his start in film s “ quite by ac­ 
cident’’ when Hollywood produc­ 
er Louis De Rochemont arrived 
in New Hampshire searching 
for Negroes to play in his doc­ 
umentary 
“ Lost Boundaries,” 
a 1949 movie production star­ 
ring Mel F e rre r in a true s to 
ry about a New England doc­ 
tor, a “ white” Negro trying 
to conceal his race. According 
to Jones, the 1950 state census 
showed 302 Negroes, A friend 
encouraged the New Hampshire 
Technical Institute 
professor 
to read for the part of Lawyer 
George Bates. He won the part, 
after reading only one stanza. 


At least two of Jones’ daugh­ 
te rs and his wife took part in 
the filming. Mrs. Jones said 
she sat in a train dining car for 
two days during a filming se­ 
quence. “ Everytlme we sta rt­ 
ed to sip coffee or eat chicken 
salad, 
they would yell ‘Cut!’ 
We never did get to taste any­ 
thing.” To sim ulate movement 
of the cars, long planks were 
girthed underneath with work­ 
men on both sides rocking the 


boards. After all that work, 
they 
decided not to use the 
scene. 
During the approximate six 
months of filming, Jones said 
he worked three weeks on sev­ 
en settings for $100 a setting. 
His other film venture, with 
Lloyd Bridges, was released 
about 1953, in which he appear­ 
ed as a shop foreman for about 
15 seconds. “ Whistle at Eaton 
F alls” dealt with the story of 
the labor union versus automa­ 
tion. 
Many people feel acting is a 
lark, but emphasized Jones, 
“ It’s a lot of hard work.” 
What were the big stars like 
to 
work with? “ Businesslike 
during the filming, but not the 
stuffed shirts you might think. 
They’re just plain people off 
screen; very nice,” remem­ 
bered Jones. 
From 
movie 
making 
and 
teaching, Jones obtained a ci­ 
vilian post with the U.S. Air 
Force in New Hampshire, re tir­ 
ed in 1966 and secured a posi­ 
tion as Maintenance Supervisor 
for Air Conditioning and Re­ 
frigeration for the government 
in American Samoa. His tropi- 
cal paradise was the 86-square 
mile Polynesian territo ry half­ 
way between Hawaii and Aus­ 
tralia. To keep paradise cool, 
with over 25,000 natives and 
Mainland technicians, he super­ 
vised a crew of 27 for the Fed­ 
eral Government, 
checked on 
dozens of air conditioners and 
refrig erato rs each week, in­ 
cluding units at the $3 million 
dollar 
educational 
television 
studies near Pago Pago, in use 
since 1964. The studios served 
as central control for four high 
schools, one Village school and 
24 
consolidated 
schools 
throughout the territo ry . 
A letter from the Department 
of 
Education dated June 21, 
1967, commended Jones “ for 
the excellent maintenance work 
. . . on our air-conditioning and 
refrigeration »*quipment, Most 
im pressive has been your abili­ 


ty to take native men and give 
them basic training in the me­ 
chanics 
of 
refrigeration.” 
Jones noted that the literacy 
rate is 99 per cent; every young­ 
ste r is compelled to attend 
school. The people of the te rri­ 
tory are nationals of the United 
States. 
Though 
the children 
speak English in school, the 
Jones’ 
observed 
they speak 
their own native dialect among 
them selves away from class­ 
es. 
When Jones was made an hon­ 
orary chief by Chief Mageo of 
Pago Pago, he was presented 
a special necklace of shells and 
a hand-carved cane of wood sim ­ 
ilar to our hard oak or mahog­ 
any. Called a To’a To’a, it is 
the badge of junior chiefs. 
The Jones’ 
related stories 
behind some of their memen­ 
tos: “ Tapas” are used for vari­ 
ous occasions. Large tapas are 
the red carpets at weddings, 
unrolled at the 
church 
door 
down the road to the foot of the 
carriage for the barefoot bride 
and groom. Made from coconut 
bark, they are dyed various col­ 
o rs with roots, vegetables, ber­ 
rie s. 
Woven mats serve many usesj 
bedding, 
hospital 
“ sheets,” 
burial shrouds. 
Harry Jones was intent upon 
reapplying for another tw oyear 
contract with the Samoan gov­ 
ernment until he learned in­ 
stead that he had contracted 
glaucoma. After returning to 
the United States, they visited 
a daughter in Lompoc, liked it 
here and stayed. 
Some of their 13 children 
carry on the Jones tradition of 
“ firsts” : Ethel was the first 
Negro girl to graduate from 
Mynderse Academy at Seneca 
Falles, N.Y. in 1938; Anna, the 
first Negro girl from Ports­ 
mouth to enlist in the WACs 
during World War II; and one of 
Jones’ sons was the first Ne­ 
gro custom er engineer to work 
at the Houston NASA Tracking 
Station for IBM.

Jordan, assistant professor in 
the pathology department of the 
university, is now in its third 
year and has been funded for 
five years by the Public Health 
Service.

women

period of adolescent sterility 
which delays early childbear­ 
ing. He noted that women who 
have their first child very ear­ 
ly in life often develop uterine 
cancer. 
More 
than 
10,000 
Indian 
women have been tested since 
the program began July 1, 1966. 
They com prise about 56 per 
cent of all women tested. The 
tests were conducted by doctors 
at 60 different locations, includ­ 
ing 15 on the Arizona portionof

As an admirer of comedians, 
it has been interesting to note 
the

of 
Rowan 
and 
Martin,

Smothers 
Brothers, in an area other than 
that of their racy and often 
controversial television humor. 
Forget their messages for a 
moment. For what they have 
done for show business is to 
help bring back one of the most 
enjoyable 
types of acts the 
entertainment world can offer: 
the comedy team. 
Years ago, show business was 
flooded 
with 
great 
comedy 
teams: 
the 
Marx 
Brothers, 
Laurel and Hardy, the Ritz 
Brothers, 
Dean 
Martin and 
Jerry Lewis, Abbott and Costel­ 
lo, George Burns and Gracie 
Allen, and on and on. In recent 
years, 
though 
many 
minor 
teams appeared, very, very few 
top ones emerged to blockbus­ 
ter status. 
Perhaps the 
single major 
exception in television was the 
partnership of Jackie Gleason 
and Art Carney, who-for years 
now-have proved themselves to 
be 
one 
of the 
truly great 
comedy teams in the history of 
American show business. The 
problem, however, is that they 
are only together now and then 


on Gleason’s series. And when 
Carney is not there, the series 
at once becomes just another 
variety program, despite Glea­ 
son’s undeniable talents.

The militants came to Parks 
not long ago and asked if he’d 
like 
to

missing felon Eldridge Clea­ 
ver. 
“ The militants trust me,” 
Parks said. “ But I turned them 
down because if I met Cleaver 
the 
government 
would 
have 
every right to ask me where 
and when I saw him. And 1 
wouldn't betray him.” 
In predominantly white Holly­ 
wood Parks finds the color of 
his skin is working for him. 
“ Black begins to work for you 
after your reach a certain level 
in your field,” he said. “ But a 
man has to work to get there. 
And in this picture I try to stay 
with universal truths — the 
things 
that kept me secure 
while I was making it. 
“ I’d like to think that a black 
bigot and a white bigot could sit 
side-by-side 
and 
watch 
my 
picture and walk out hand-in- 
hand.” 
In essence, that is Parks’ 
message: 
“ There can and must not be a 
violent 
confrontation 
of the 
races in America.” 
Parks hopes “ the Learning 
Tree” will contribute to that 
thesis.

Knicks now are Jets' replacement as 
darlings of New York in sports world 


NEW YORK— (NEA)—Walt Frazier whips a pass into 
the pivot which bounces off the backside of the opposing 
center and into the hands of Dave DeBusschere, who has 
a clear shot. Bill Bradley shoots and the ball teeters on 
the rim while the players stand and watch the way a crowd 
does when a man is on the ledge of the 40th floor. Yes or 
no? Yes, it falls in. 
“ You know what it’s like?” asked a New York Knick 
fan, as he chewed his program in excitem ent. “ It’s like 
every one uh them Knicks stepped in a pile uh horse m an­ 
ure and they come out smelling like a rose.” 
Larry Costello, coach of the Milwaukee Bucks, said the 
same thing, but in less pungent terms. “They are a great 
basketball team,” he said. “It is a team that seems to have 
no weakness and you cannot gamble on them.” 
“They blew us out of the gym,” said Atlanta coach Richie 
Guerin. 
In the last month, the Knicks won nearly 90 per cent of 
their gam es. They jum ped from sixth place to third to 
fighting for the lead in the NBA’s Eastern Division. 
The Knicks are the hottest team in pro basketball. B reak­ 
ing that down it m eans they are (a) the luckiest and ib) 
one of the most skillful team s in basketball. 
Their defense is rem arkable. It seem s they have hands 
springing out of the floorboards to snatch balls. They are 
fast-breaking with the speed and sure-handedness of the 
Pony Express. And they are as charitable with giving up 
shots as the guy in the bar who sets ’em up for the house. 
A spirit of selflessness, of pure joy, of unfettered confi­ 
dence spurs the Knicks and makes them the most exciting 
and most successful team in New York since, well, since 
the Jets. And that's going a piece—in results if not in cal­ 
endar years. 
“Everybody,” said Kniek coach Red Holzman, “is part 
of everything. DeBusschere has made a big difference 
since coming here in a trade. Bradley is playing better 
than ever. Willis Reed has adjusted to center again. Fra­ 
zier and Dick Barnett are playing the offense and the de­ 


fense. We call someone from the bench and he flows right 
in. Our trainer has helped.

Komives. The Knicks had floundered in the early months, 
but they won two straight when DeBusschere joined the 
club and with him, they went on to win eight m ore in a 
row, breaking a club record. 
“ Dave has provided leadership, hustle and inspiration,” 
said Russell.

We are now on the way to the 
Salton Sea to try for Corvina and 
Totuave, the latter which we 
are informed were planted and 
have taken root. 
Leaving home Friday morn­ 
ing our first stop was in Mon­ 
rovia, for a visit with family, 
and were supposed to leave the 
next day for Palm Springs, but 
the skies opened up again, and 
we stayed until the skies cleared 
on Monday, and so reached Palm 
Springs. 
Wednesday saw us at Desert 
Shores on the west side of the 
Salton Sea to be met by cold 
winds, and the sad report that 
fishing was at a standstill. Not 
even the old saying “ you should 
have been here last week” wel­ 
comed us. Just “ there ain’t no 
fishing” was the stock remark. 
It seems that there is now 
55 degree water. The fish are, 
from all accounts, lying dor­ 
mant on the bottom, just eating 
and sleeping. We asked at most 
marinas, and got the same re­ 
sults, about all on record was 
one party who got a limit of Cor­ 
vina last week. What few fish 
have been taken were on the 
heavy side and fat from lack 
of exercise and heavy eating.

And now it wants a 6-foot- 
5 fellow named Mark Bowie 
(Boots) Kuhn, a 42-year-old Wall 
Street lawyer. 
“ They got him as a care­ 
taker, as I understand,” Hap­ 


py said. 
Chandler was not a care­ 
taker. Ask LeoDurocher, whom 
he suspended from baseball for 
a year in 1947 because of an 
“ accumulation of incidents” on 
the Lip’s part. Happy was ser­ 
ious about his job. 
Not since Chandler was fir­ 
ed in 1950 however, has a base­ 
ball commissioner appeared to 
take his job seriously, that is, 
use the power that goes with 
the office. The question hangs 
now over Bowie Kuhn. He says 
he will. 
Major league baseball play­ 
ers think not. 
“ He’s the 
owners’ man,” 
says Minnesota Twins pitch­ 
er Jim Kaat. “ As far as the 
players are concerned, he’s on 
the other side of the fence.” 
Seattle pitcher Jim 
Bou- 
ton also suspects Kuhn’s loyal­ 
ties. After all, Boots was the 
National League attorney who 
applied the knife to the TV 
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contract clause in the baseball 
pension 
dispute, 
causing a 
threatened player boycott. 
"What better guy to hire than 
the lawyer who has been in­ 
volved from the start,” Bouton 
exclaimed. 
According to Bouton, the play­ 
ers’ idea of a commissioner is a 
bit different, anyway. 
“ He would 
have to 
have 
enough of strength so that he 
wouldn’t be afraid to hurt an 
owner or two,” he said, “ and 
the owners are not about to let 
something 
like 
that happen. 
They’d keep thinking, ‘It might 
be me.’ ” 
Owners, obviously, have con­ 
siderable say - so as to how 
seriously a commissioner is al­ 
lowed to take his job. They elect 
him 
(Bouton thinks players 


should have a vote on the sub­ 
ject, too 1 They also fire him. 
Judge Kenesaw Mountain Lan­ 
dis, the first commissioner, 
died in 1944 after 25 years of 
running baseball with a horse 
whip. By odd coincidence, it 
was about that time that corpor- 
ation-owner clubs began to fall 
under private ownerships. It 
probably is no coincidence, how­ 
ever, that there have been no 
more Landis-type commission­ 
ers. 


“ The commissioner’s prob­ 
lems have become off - field 
problems rather than on-field 
problems,” said Ford Frick,

given a fireproof contract. 
Oh, sure, the contract will 
start burning 
if you put a 
match to it. That’s not the 
point. The point is that Bob 
Short made it impossible for 
Ted Williams to be fired as long 
as 
he’s 
the 
owner of the 
Senators. 
“ I told Ted anytime he’s not 
happy managing, he can move 
right into the front office and 
stay there withme,” saidShort. 
“ For how long?” somebody 
asked Short 
“ For as long as he likes. ” 
Bob Short doesn’t do things 
halfway. If he likes you, he 
really likes you. He likes Ted 
Williams 
as 
you may have 
gathered. 
It isn’t uncommon for Bob 
Short to like people. He likes 
most people and experienced a 
businessman as he is, it hurts 
him to have to fire anybody in 
his employ. 
He didn’t feel good at all 
recently about letting go George

manager he inherited when he 
bought the club.

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Best-bet criminal 


What type of criminal makes the best parole risk? Not the 
one you might think. 
In the experience of at least one state, the parolee most 
likely to succeed in the outside world is the man who has 
committed the crime society regards as most heinous and for 
which it reserves the serverest penalities — the m urderer. 
The reason, explains George Denton, chief of the Adult Parole 
Authority of Ohio, is that murder is an act that usually occurs 
in the heat of passion and in the majority of cases, the victim is 


someone in the killer’s family. 
A m urder usually has a skill and is employable, he adds. Thus 
when he is paroled, his chances of becoming self-sufficient 
are better than for any other group of offenders. 
From 1945 to June 1968, Ohio paroled 307 first-degree mur­ 
derers, all of whom had served at least 20 years. Only 22 
violated parole, and of the 22, only three committed a new 
crim e. To date, 166 of the men have been given a final release 
and discharged from parole. 


Legal knots in student cases 


A large body of what lawyers call “ case law” is being written 
in the area of campus unrest. More and more students who have 
been disciplined for taking part in campus demonstrations are 
going to court, claiming violations of their constitutional rights, 
and more and more decisions are being handed down. 
One of the most recent is that of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the Sixth Circuit in Cincinnati, which confirmed the right 
of a school to regulate the conduct of its students and to expel 
students for violating those regulations. 
The ruling, which upheld the decision of the federal court in 
Nashville, said in effect that the constitutional right of free 
speech of three students expelled from Tennessee A. & I. State 
University was not a license for activities designed to promote 
unrest and disrupt normal educational activities. 
However, courts have not been of one mind in dealing with 
student dem onstrators, says Commerce Clearing House, which 
has made an analysis of decisions in this area. 
A state-supported school just can’t throw out a troublesome 
student and have done with him, a Missouri court held. In 
today’s world, suspension and expulsion are often more severe 
and lasting penalties than a fine or a few days in jail. Thus 


schools are expected to comply with certain standards of fair 
play, including giving the accused an impartial hearing, mak­ 
ing a written statement of the charges against him and per­ 
mitting him to cross-examine his accuser. 
Nor could a school use a rule banning “ misconduct” as 
the only excuse for expelling disruptive members of the stu­ 
dent activist group who tried to prevent a chemical company 
recruiter from conducting interviews, said a U.S. D istrict Court 
in Wisconsin. 


But a school can expel students for using four-letter words, 
a California court ruled. And blocking the entrance to a build­ 
ing to prevent lawful access to it by others is not a legitimate 
exercise of free speech, said a federal court in Denver. 
As for the disciplinary powers of private schools, a federal 
court in New York threw out a case brought by demonstra- 
tors on the ground that the government could not interfere 
with the internal affairs of a private institution. 


So far, no case has gone as high as the Supreme Court, but it 
is likely that one will have to before a final determination on 
the rights of students, and of schools, is made. 


Earthquake toll 


Speaking of being shaken up, the United States may have had 
a bad year in 1968 on a number of fronts — campus revolts, 
crim e in the streets, racial disorder and a tumultuous elec­ 
tion — but the report is now in from another area and it makes 
almost good reading for a change. 
It’s on earthquakes. The National Earthquake Information 
Center says 257 significant trem ors shook parts of 21 states, 
Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands during the year but for the 
third successive year the United States escaped fatalities.

The rest of the world was not so lucky. Twenty major quakes 
in 13 countries claimed 12,401 victims — more than 11,000 
of them in the upheaval that devastated northeastern Iran 
last August. It was the largest world total since 1960, when 20,- 
257 died as the result of quakes. 
The 1968 U.S. trem ors were scattered across the country 
from New England to the F ar West. California was far and away 
the front-ranking state with a 119 total, proving, if nothing 
else, that the newly No. 1 state is literally on the move. 


Advent of thecomputer 


A computerized early flood warning 
system to prevent the confusion that 
occurred during the recent flood disas­ 
ter, will be proposed to the board of 
supervisors an engineer predicted this 
week. 


The system and companion features for 
watershed simulation program s will cost 
an estimated $40,000 according to Jam es 
Stubehaer, county flood control engineer.

used to enable operators at Cachuma 
Dam to safely release waters prior to 
the advent of a flood tide of water. 


The latter possibility would require 
input knowledge such as the amount of 
water going downstream from Juncal and 
G ibralter dams enroute to Cachuma, the 
amount of runoff and the soil moisture 
of areas above the two dams and consid­ 
erable information on areas from west 
to the ocean. 
This is a tall order, but Stubehaer 
is all fired up about the possibilities. 


The county has a small computer and 
has been leasing time in a larger in­ 
strument in Los Angeles, but even larg­ 
er equipment would be needed for what 
Stubehaer has in mind.

gram which will be proposed. 
Floods resulting from recent storm s 
laid waste to several thousand acres of 
Valley agriculture lands, wrecked havoc 
on Lompoc’s sewer plant, devasted some 
buildings at National Aeronautics and 
Space 
Administration, 
swept 
aside 
bridges, washed utility lines away. 
Stubcha^r’s proposals would also pro­ 
vide new information on watershed con­ 
trol. A few years ago, National Forest en­ 
gineers proposed a new system of man­ 
agement in which bands of forest lands 
were denuded of growth to provide more 
runoff in some areas. The proposals 
never have been adequately analyzed. 
Stubchaer’s computer system would tell 
us how much water to expect down­ 
stream from the old system of water­ 


shed control and the new “banded” sys­ 
tem. 
It’s still a long way off but the com­ 
puter system would enable dam officials 
to know if a flood was coming and if so 
what the likelihood of being able to open 
the gates at Cachuma and still wind up 
with a full lake. 
Cachuma has no flood control provi­ 
sions, a situation that has given some 
officials fits when they listen to critics 
who wonder why there wasn’t a prior r ^ 
lease of water before the recent floods. 
Stubchaer’s system would also provide 
other information for soil conservation, 
even agriculture and long range planning. 
Although the new system is expensive, 
it would not mean a hike in taxes, ac­ 
cording to Stubehaer.

W orld report by Henry J. Taylor 
Don Quixote 


On February 24, 1587, Miguel de Cer­ 
vantes Saavedra was excommunicated, a 
heavy blow to his anguished heart. The 
m iseried Cervantes died on April 23, 
1616, accepting even then his sad end 
with soldierly gallantry. But he left us 
“ Don Quixote.” 
It was outlived all 
changes 
in 
literary 
taste 
and 
is 
even 
m ore 
popular 
today 
than 
it 
was 
three 
centuries ago — a book 
of which someone once 
said, “ Children 
turn 
its pages, young peo­ 
ple read it, grown men 
understand 
it, 
old 
people 
praise 
it,” 
and which alone entitled Cervantes to 
rank with the greatest w riters of all 
tim e. 
Like Giuseppe di Lampedusas’ great 
story of the Sicilian prince, "The Leo­ 
pard,” it is one of those books that re­ 
quires a lifetime’s internal preparation. 
Cervantes wrote from a land that could 
sire Cervantes and St. Ignatius Loyola 
and offer both the charming, pixie-like 
chivalry of Don Quixote and the Spanish 
Inquisition —a land of dark and tempes­ 
tuous contrasts, 
violence and tender­ 
ness, brutality and culture, sunshine and 
shadow. And he spent at least 11 years 
of his life in writing “ Don Quixote.” 
Gustave Flaubert took seven years 
to write “ Madame Bovary” —and, when 
asked who Madame Bovary really was, 
replied, “ I am Madame Bovary.” Mo- 
liere, in contrast, sometimes wrote mas­ 
terpieces in a week. 
Robert Louis Stevenson wrote “ Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” in three days. Ern­ 
est Hemingway, working six hours a day 
when he worked, wrote “ The Sun Also 
Rises” in six weeks. Fedor Dostoevski 
wrote “ The Gambler” in 25 days. Lau­ 
rence Durrell did “ Balthazar” in 
six 
weeks and “Cleo” in seven. But these 
books were in their heads a very long 
time. And time came amply to Cervan­ 
tes by his nearly innumerable prison 
term s — if his spirit could conquer 
the oppressions and the cruelties prac­ 
ticed on him. 
Cervantes describes Don Quixote as a 
bachelor with an independent income. 
This, he suggests, allowed Don Quixote 
to be Don Quixote. When Cervantes’ left 
hand was permanently mained in battle, 
he said, “ For the greater glory of the 
right.” Cervantes refutes any claim that 
really great men are simple; a more 
complex or contradictory character sel­ 
dom existed. 
He was Honoré de Balzac’s literary 
hero. Balzac took his motto from Cer­ 
vantes: 
“ I have what I have given.” 
And he claimed that the hardest thing 
to do is to write straight prose on hu­ 
man beings. First you have to know 
this subject and then you have to know 
how to write. 
In all literature are there more mem­ 
orable characters than Balzac’s Girot, 
the devoted father; Eugenie Grandet, 
the m iser's daughter; Yuatrin, the mas­ 
ter thief; Rastignac, the opportunist and 
social climber; or Bianehon, the great 
doctor he had invented, who was so real 
to Balzac that when Balzac lay dying he 
whispered that only Bianehon could save 
him? Cervantes’ touch is in nearly 
each one of them. 
To the artist there always remains 
that world he may create, more real to 
him more real to others, than the. me­ 
mory of what happens, passes and is 
gone. A superior novelist does not falsi­ 
fy reality but reveals reality that is hid­ 
den from our eyes. All great books are 
alikp, Hemingway insisted, in that they 
are truer than if they really happened. 
You feel that it all happened to you 
and afterward that it all belongs to you 
— the ecstasy, the rem orse and sorrow, 
the people and the places and how the 
weather was. If you can give that to peo­ 
ple, then you are a w riter, Hemingway 
said — and pointed to Cervantes. 
The prologue of “ Don Quixote” indi­ 
cates that the great Spaniard still was 
writing it during his prison term at 
Seville between 1597 and 1602. Put you 
look in vain for his profound, permanent 
loneliness, his burden of physical de­ 
fects and the endless, gnawing trage­ 
dies of his life. 
You find only the colorful knights, 
poets, courtly nobles, accomplished la­ 


dies, impassioned damsels, 
Moorish 
beauties, simple-hearted 
country girls 
and kindly kitchen 
wenches of ques­ 
tionable morals — all presented with the 
genial fidelity which comes of sympa­ 
thetic insight. 
Cervantes has Don Quixote say, “ Nak­ 
ed came I into the world and nak^d must 


I go out.” He is buried in the church 
attached to Madrid’s convent of the Tri­ 
nitarian nuns, although the exact posi­ 
tion of his grave is unknown. His mon­ 
ument is the written word: All that any 
genius ever needed.

Dilemma 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
As the American people enter 1969, 
they may begin, hopefully, to get closer 
to an understanding of their fundamental 
problems than was true during unpredic­ 
table, puzzling, and curiously regorous 
1968. 
For all the insis­ 
tent clam or from the 
student 
barricades, 
t h e 
black 
power 
meeting places, and 
the intellectual liber­ 
a ls’ drawing rooms, 
the deepest problems 
facing the U.S. citi- 
A 
zenry — and to a great 
* 
extent 
t h e 
whole 
western world — are not centered on 
how to obtain more affluence and more 
freedom for more people. 
The year 1968 was gravely disquiet­ 
ing not just because two greatly known 
public figures were assassinated, or be­ 
cause soldiers had to tramp the streets 
of many cities in April to put down 
riots, or because the Democrats conduct­ 
ed a national convention in Chicago in an 
atmosphere that offered a weird mixture 
of chaotic anarchy and elements of re­ 
pression by a civil authority. 
The year was most disturbing for 
its continuous and very thorough dem­ 
onstration that a< onsiderableproi>ortion 
of the American people, like their coun­ 
terparts in Europe and elsewhere, do not 
know how to use freedom and afflu­ 
ence when they have it. 
Somehow, from all the upsetting epi­ 
sodes of this wild year, the erroneous 
notion arose that democratic government 
and its supporting free economic system 
were seen by many as insufficient to the 
demands of a swiftly changing age. Some 
young people fed this misconception by 
representing abuses of freedom as nec­ 
essary “new freedom s” and by reviling 
an economic structure that allowed them 
literally to drive to the radicals’ bar­ 
ricades in their own cars. 
But moves beyond freedom toward 
license, and shouts for a more effort­ 
less access to m aterial goods, not only 
have confused the general picture but 
reflect the bewilderment in the minds of 
the troubled and the rebellious as 1969 
opens. 
As tlie w riter, Irving Kristol, recent­ 


ly observed with acute perception, the 
true root of the m atter is the enlarg­ 
ing discovery by Americans and others 
in western civilization that freedom and 
affluence are not really goals in them­ 
selves. There is no ultimate magic, no 
final fulfillment, in the achievement of 
either or both of these objectives. 
Freedom to do what? Affluence to what 
ends? These questions, Americans are 
learning with increasing force, are the 
real ones. 
They, more than anything else, are at 
the core of the western world’s spiri­ 
tual malaise. The thunderous complaint, 
as Kristol notes, is against the aspect 
of purposelessness in life which many 
Americans think they detect as they gaze 
from the mountaintops of freedom and 
affluence. 


There is no way to talk about the mat­ 
ter that does not sound trite. The miss­ 
ing element is the excitement of chal­ 
lenge. When freedom, in the reasonable 
sense, is a commonplace, and material 
things come easily, people look for sub­ 
stitute challenges. 
So some of your young folk manufac­ 
ture excitements by committing crim es, 
by pretending that ade(juate freedomes 
are insufficient, by demanding the im­ 
possible, by mounting campus revolts in 
which there is foolish talk of “liberat­ 
ing” college buildings. 
They find their heroes in the anti- 
heroes of the dictator’s world, disdain­ 
ful of the fact that Mao and Castro and 
Ho Chi Minh give “purpose” to life 
by imposing broad, rigid solutions at 
the cost of freedom and human variety. 


In an age grown accustomed to a big 
role in life for government, it was per­ 
haps understandable that the complain- 
e rs of 1968 looked to government for the 
investing of purpose in their existence. 
But in our society that charge has nev­ 
e r been laid on government. Neither 
President-elect Richard Nixon nor any 
responsible Democratic leader has any 
thought that giving purpose to this free, 
relatively affluent society is properly the 
burden of government. The challenge of 
finding real challenge rests inevitably 
in unexplored realm s of self-help which 
are surely quite unrelated to the bi­ 
zarre distortions conceived by some 
in the unrest of 1968.
